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DEDICATION 
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On November 16, 1986, VU rededicated the 
Shake Learning Resources Center and dedicated 
the “College Walk” in front of the Center. Dur- 
ing the summer, 23 students laid 80,000 bricks to 
complete the “College Walk,” which extends from 
Harrison Street to Indianapolis Avenue and in- 
corporates College Park, an area donated by the 
Class of ’84, located near Shircliff Humanities 
Center. The Library was dedicated in 1960 and 
named for Curtis G. Shake. In 1967, additional 
housing for historical documents and papers im- 
portant to early American history was built and 
dedicated to Byron R. Lewis. In 1985, a computer 
classroom and laboratory was added. Bookstack 
space was doubled, and study tables and carrels 
were added. Other new features included three 
meeting rooms, offices, microfilm reader-printers, 
a new circulation-control desk, and an area for 
bibliographical retrieval.
